Sm, —We have read with the greatest interest the Press reports of your speech 
in the Dail on Tuesday, the 25th inst. As the views expressed by you do not coin- 
cidewwith the opinions generally held by our body—and, we believe, by employers 
generally—we venture respectfully to write you, and point out wherein we differ from 
the conclusions voiced by you on behalf of the Government. 


1. In the first place you state that both parties—i, ¢., the workers and 9 
As this statement comes immediately 
after a reference to Cork (where, it is stated, that after investigation the Government 
had discovered that business was at a stand-still), it may be thought that you referred 
to the Cork disputes when impartially distributing the blame. Whether that declara- 


tion applies to Cork, or whethewit is of general application, may be a matter of doubt, 


but what is a certainty is that the Cork employers have taken the serious steps adopted 
by them in the endeavour to save their businesses and the trade of the City from total 
destruction. In almost every one of the businesses represented in the present dispute 
we pay 15 per cent. to 25 per cent. higher rates than are paid in Dublin, and from 
25 per cent. to 40 per cent. higher than London. In Manchester you may engage a 
fitter for £2 16s. Od. a week, in Dublin for £3 14s. Od., and in Cork for £4 14s. Od. 
A painter in London gets 66s., and in Cork 94s..; we pay a builders’ labourer 78s. 4d., 
but the same man is only worth 58s. 8d. in Dublin, and in London 55s. Do you blame 
us for seeking some redress from this state of affairs? We would mention that in 
February last we asked the Unions to meet us in friendly confere :e to discuss the 
economic situation, and with a view to affecting adjustments of these exorbitant wages 
without resorting to a strike, but with singular unanimity they refused to meet us. 
Can you blame us if, having failed to get an opportunity to discuss matters on friendly 
terms, we gave notice of reductions to come into force on August 20th? Again, in 


| view of the fact that the elections were to take place on August 27th (the date having 


been announced after our notices had been served), we offered, at the suggestion of the 
Government, to postpone the cut, but the Unions would not continue at work for a 
further fortnight at the old rates. On whose shoulders would you lay the blame for 
this ? 


There is, further, a rule set up by some of the Unions here, and it is that what- 
ever be the state of the employer’s trade he must keep on.the whole of his staff; To 
use their own words— While you remain open and trade, the whole staff should be 
In many cases the turn-over in business, due to less volume and lower 
prices, has been reduced by 50 per cent. during the past three years, and, therefore, 
with the same staff, the ratio of wages to turn-over has been doubled. Are we to 
blame for declaring that this rule will not obtain any longer in our establishments? 


2. The next point we should like to rcicr to is the statement that it is unreason- 
able to expect a reduction in wages without a reduction in the cost of living, and. that 
the other side (i. e., the employers) should agree to a reduction in profits. It is 
admitted in other parts of your speech that the Government believed it was not 
possible to maintain the present high wages and high prices, and whether this was 
your view or not, it is absolutely certain that these two factors go together. It is true 
that if you lower wages and get the same production, you would not get lower prices 
employer pocketed the difference between the lower and higher wages, but it is 

true that with a continuance of higher wages you will never get lower prices.

The point that we want specially to urge is that, although reductions in the cost of 
living have taken pee, there have been practically no feductions’ whatever in the 
wages of the employers involved in the Cork dispute. If, in the Government a view, 
it is umreasonable to expect wages reductions without drop in the cost of living, 
may we take it that they agree with us that the cost of living having come down, lesser 
wages are now inevitable? The lesser cost of living is not due to any action of our 
workers; they have benefited by cheaper food and clothing, but their portion of the 
cost of distribution is no less ; in fact, as explained above, it is higher than two or three 
years ago. The cost of living in Cork has been reduced by the sacrifices of others, 
the worker in Great Britain, cheaper world freights, and a reversal of the policy of 
inflation pursued by England and other countries up to 1920. 


The plain fact is that to effect further reductions in the cost of living the workers 
in the Free State must now be prepared to do their share. They have so far stood by 
and let others effect the improvement of which they have had the benefit. Tour 
suggestion that the employers should agree to a reduction in profits was made without 
knowledge of the circumstances in Cork, for most of us have no profits at all to reduce. 
Those of our body who have been able to make profits up to this year, are now making 
considerably less. These facts will come before the Revenue authorities in due course, 
and, but for the operation of the three years average, the income tax payable in 1923 
by the distributing and building trades in the City of Cork would hardly pay the cost 
of collection. 


We are not profiteers; we should like to see prices lower, but there can be no 
reduction in prices until wages are brought down. We would like to instance the 
grocery trade in Cork, a trade intimately connected with the cost of living; the 
average gross profit of our retail shops, which are now closed, is 15 per cent.; the 
average wage expense is 11 per cent., leaving 4 per cent. to pay rents, rates, and all 
other establishment charges. How is the grocer to reduce his prices? He can only 
wait until someone will sell cheaper to him; he ean do nothing of his own volition. 


Is it any wonder that three large shops have given up business? 


We observe that the rates of local authorities have come under your censure, and 
that a reduction is necessary. We entirely agree with you. Considering the fact that 
the Corporation wages have gone up by 250 per cent. since 1914 there is no wonder 
that our rates are 20s. 6d. in the . 


We share your regret that the Government Commission on Prices did not receive 
better support. We understand, however, that in Dublin the Commission was able 
fully to investigate the cost of the production of bread in that City, but so far we have 
not heard whether, in the Government’s opinion, a charge of profiteering in bread can 
be sustained. In Cork the output is strictly limited by the working baker to 210 Alb. 
loaves per man per day. For this he is paid 96s. per week, as against 32s. for 240 Alb. 
loaves, 1914. It is estimated that it costs 2s: 8d. to bake a sack of flour in mh 
and at least 7s. 6d. in Cork. Comment is needless. 


Now, sir, we should like to add the following n which represent our con- 
sidered opinions as business men :— 


(a) Wages must be reduced immediately to an economic level to enable our busi- 
nesses to carry on and retain their efficiency, We want to advance, not recede, and we 
cannot compete with other countries unless we can produce as cheaply. 


(b) The Government cannot finance the country unless the trade of the Free State 
is able to make profits out of which to pay taxes. í 


(c) The expenses of Government itself must be reduced; everything the Govern- 
ment buys is loaded with high wages; every service it pays 17 has to bear the same 
burden. 


Thus the movement to reduce high wages and high cost of production is in the 
highest interest of the Government of the Free State. Lower cost of production would 
benefit. everyone. It is our opinion that a period of trade depression is before us. 
It will require the efforts and sacrifice of all to keep the Free State financially afloat. 


‘We say, with the utmost respect, this is no time for placing blame on men who are 


striving against tremendous odds to-keep their businesses going. Rather should 
efforts be made to find a way out of the financial morass into which the Free State is 
inevitably falling. We are not unreasonable men. We demand the elementary rights 


| of an employer, and a rate of wages our businesses can afford to pay. Given that, we 


shall do all we can to make the City of Cork prosperous, and provide all the employ- 
ment we can. :

Wages and Prices. 


The factors which determine the cost 
of living in the Free State constitute one 
of the mysteries of Irish economics. In 
his speech in Dail Eireann some days ago 
President Cosgrave stated quite definitely 
that until prices were brought down to 
reasonable dimensions . the: Government 
j could not ask the workers to accept further 
“cuts.” 4 most effective answer to the 
President’s argument is made in the state- 
ment from the Cork Employers’ Federation 
which we print to-day; but it is true 
that the prices of many commodities 
in the Free State are far too high. 
Take the caso of meat. During the 
past fortnight the price of cattle has 
been tumbling. As a direct result of the 
shipping stoppage at the Dublin port it 
fell go low as forty-three shillings per 
hundredweight, or 5s. 3d. below. the 
average price for the year 1915. Yet 
retail prices remain almost at their former 
level, and there seems to have been no 
attempt by the butchers to adjust their 
charges to the falling wholesale scale. 
A sitloin joint costs 18. 6d. per pound; 
or £8 4s: per hundredweight—a price 
which, even when one makes all due 


allowance for bones and wastage, leaves 


an almost fantastic margin of profit. The 
butchérs say that during the plenteous 
days of the war, when wages were even 
higher than they are to-day, the working 
classes bought only the best meat, and 
apparently the habit has stuck. The re- 
sult is that the demand for prime meat 
is greater than the supply, while secondary 

cuts’ go begging, and naturally the 
prices of the better qualities remain at a 
high level in despite of wholesale prices. 
Furthermore, the butchers say, a working 
butcher could be employed in 1915 for 
50s. per week; now he is paid £4 3s. 
In the circumstances, therefore, the 
master butchers allege that they cannot 
reduce their prices and leave themselves 
with a fair margin of profit. These argu- 
ments are ingenious, but they are not con- 

There can be no res] excuse for the 
present price of meat when the price of 
cattle has fallen below the pre-war level. 
The case of other food-stuffs and general 
commodities is different. Here the high 
cost of labour is the principal factor in 
the maintenance of war-time prices, and, as 
the Cork employers prove to-day, there can 
be no hope of any substantial reductions 
until wages bills undergo a thorough 
revisions The problem must be faced by 
the Government; for the working classes 
suffer more than any other section of the 
community thtough the high cost of living 
and the coming winter will bring much 
real suffering to the Free State. World 
prices are beyond the control of any 
Government. Wages and retail profits are 
the only factors which can be regulated, 
and we see no reason why the Free State 
Government should not set about the task 
immediately, The Food Prices Commis- 
sion admittedly was a fiasco; but, i! 
the Government chose to appoint a body 
with necessary powers, it conld 
ascertain the real facts without much 
trouble, and then, if necessary, it could 
fix mazimum prices, as the British 
Government fixed them during the war.

for the United States. In-ancient centuries 
whole cities were abandoned and left 
derelict as the result of conquest or 
plague. Japan has been forced to con- 
sider whether this tragedy must be re- 
peated in the case of Yokohama; but she 
has decided, for industrial and geographical 
reasons, to rebuild the city on its present 
site. The risks of a future earthquake 


have been taken into account, but it 
is held that no absolutely safe alternative | 


exists. The entire Pacific coast of Japan 
is in the earthquake zone. Severe shocks 
usually occur at long intervals, and 
past experience suggests that the new 
Yokohama and the new Tokyo will be 
reasonably safe for the next fifty years. 
It is this blend of Eastern fatalism and 
Western energy that has set Jepan among 
the Powers of the world. 

While the cost of reconstruction will be 
huge, Japan's resources will be able to 
meet the strain. The Times makes an 
analysis of them which hard-pressed 
Ministers and taxpayers in the Free State 
will read with envy. The new Japan has 


„ followed @ thoroughly solid and conserva- 


tive system of finance and her credit 
stands high. Her National Debt is less 


‘than four hundred millions—little more 


than £5 per head of the population, as 
compared with £163 in Great Britain. The 
Bank of Japan's gold reserves are five 
times as large as they weré before the war, 
and some fifty millions of these are held 
in London. If foreign borrowing becomes 
necessary, Japan will undertake it under 
very favourable conditions. Most of the 
houses which were destroyed at Tokyo 
and Yokohama were made of wood and 
few of the larger industries have suffered. 
The average cost of rebuilding the de 
stroyed houses is estimated at £200 and 
the total cost at one hundred millions. 
Labour will be the principal item, and a 
Dublin carpenter’s daily wage would 
reward a Japanese artisan for a full week 
of toil. The Times thinks that probably 
seventy-five per cent. of the cost of recon- 
struction will be furnished from Japan’s 
internal resources and that a balance of 
between thirty-five and fifty millions may 
bo spent abroad. Already the Government 
has placed a number of orders for building 
materials in Great Britain. Japan's 
therefore, will have in the 
immediate future a stimulating effect on 
international trade. On the other hand, 
it may increase the difficulties of countries 
which may be under the necessity of com- 
peting with her for loans or materials.

Cold Storage. 


‘We are often told that we are behind 
our American neighbours where the minor 
conveniences of the household are con- 
cerned, and among the gadgets most 
frequently thrown, as it were, in our teeth 
is the domestic refrigerator or, as 
Americans call it, the ice-box. Now the 
subject is raised from the point of view 
of hygiene rather than of convenience. 
The Medical Officer of Health for the City 
of London urges that the present use of 
preservatives, often deleterious, in food 
ought to be replaced by the American 
system which keeps all food, especially 
milk, on ice.” There ig much to be said 
for the ice-box system, but mach may be 
said against it. It is somewhat expen- 
sive—the American housewife pays from 
fivepence to two shillings a day for her 
daily ten- -pound block of ice—but it is 
clean and convenient. Milk and cream 
remain sweet, butter comes hard to the 
table and meat runs no risk of going bad 
or inviting the attentions of the errant 
blow-fly. The system would be ideal, in 
a word, if it stopped short at the ice-box ; 
but in America this contrivance is merely 
an adjunct to the cold storage warehouse. 
The objections to cold ‘storage are two- 
fold. All cold storage food—and in the 
United States a chicken bonght in the 
poulterer’s shop is just as likely to be 
five years dead as five days—loses its 
flavour and tends to become tough. 
The result of cold storage in actual 
practice is that all food goes into 
the warehouse, There it often stays for 
months or years in response to some effort „ 
to corner a market or to force up prices 
by an artificial scarcity. The “ice habit 
has 2 drawbacks, and on the whole 
be glad that in our country there 
no need to acquire it. We ought not 
agg an $e allege it simply because 
largely meretricious smack of 

hygienic progress.

Thus, we 
have the rather amusing situation of 
Bavaria being occupied by troops who 
take their orders from the dictator in 
Berlin, and not from the one in Munich. 
Herr Hittler, so long regarded as the 
coming Mussolini of Bavaria, is remaining 
quiet * the present, and General Lossow 
prohibited his meetings in Munich last 
night when he called upon the Bavarian 
Fascisti to rally to his call.
